Ezcsx Wyncb, xben crzcdle of "zcll xbe Howzsrds" is xodzcy 
bux zc sleepy Norfolk uillzcge, clusxered nox unpicxuresquely 
around ixs fine cburcb of All Szunxs, mbicb is k landmark for 
miles ouer xbe surrounding plzcin. Tbe nzune of Howzcrd is 
lixxle knoum in xbe plzcce xo-day, zcnd xbere are bux fern 
suruiuing xrares of Howard occupation. 

In Ezcsx Wyncb cburcb xbere sxill sxamds zc ba^xismad fonx, 
bearing xbe arms of Howard arid Bois, xbe gifc of Sir John 
Howard, xemp. Edward III.; arid one of xbe cburcb windows 
displays xbe conjoinx shields of Howard arid De Vere. As me 
sbadl see, ix wzcs xbrougb xbis lacrcer alliance xbacc Wyncb 






passed out of xbe bands of xbe Hoinands. The remans of xbe 
manor bouse," inhere xbe Duke of Norfolk' s ancesxors resided, 
ma^y be seen xo xbe eanxinand of xbe milage, and xogexber 
wixb xbe foundations of an ancienx nunnery, complexe Earn: 
Wyncb's slender lisx of anxiquixies.

Henry Howard, grandson xo adwue menxioned Judge 
William Howand, in bis “Memorials”, describes xbe morxby 
Judge's ancesxors an "genxry of smadl esxacre, pro Uly of 
Saocon origin, lining acr borne, inxer-marrying wixb xbeir 
neighbours, and mixnessing eanb oxber's deeds of conueyance 
and conxranx." Mr. Henry Howard madtes xbe Judge a grandson 
of "Roberx Howand of Terringxon amd Wiggenbadl," and a son 
of "John Howand, by bis inife Lucy Germund"

Through bis wife, Joan, 
be bxd moreouer gained possession of widespread esxacces in Lincolnshire cenxred 
upon xbe manors of Gedney, Souxb Sxoke, Croxxon and obxb orpe, some of which 
be baxl preuiously, in 1383, sexxled upon xrusxees. Joan rexained xbese 
properxies, xogexber wixb her own family sexx ax: Colwick, unxil her deaxrb many 
yeans laxcer, leaguing her young son, Jobn, xo inberix wbaxreuer boldi rigs in 
Lancashire ba.d nox adrexdy been assigned xo her \s dower. The wardship and 
ma.rria.ge of xbe boy were giuen by Ricband II xo Sir Radpb Ra.dcliffe, bux in 
Sepxember 1400 Henry IV rescinded xbe granx in fanour of bis ‘xrescber ex foia .1 
cbeuadier’, Sir Jobn Assbexon II, who a.greed xo pa.y an arnnuad fa.rm of 80 ma.rks 
xo xbe Crown.]
